Promised Speedy Fepesl of the McKinley

TIME-WORN PRINCIPLES REAFPIRMED

CEI10AGO, June 22~ Following is the re-
port of the Platform Committes présented
to the National Democratic Convention last
evening. Thedebate and the amendments
offered and sdopted will be found in the
scoonnt of the proceedings:

Secrion 1—~The representatives of the
Demoorstio party of the United States in
Nationn! Convention mssembled, do reaffirm
their allegiance to the principles of the
party as formulated and exemplifisd by the
long mnd illustrioes line of its ecessors
in leadership from Madison to
Cleveland; we beliove the public weifare
demsands that these principles be applied to
the conduct of the Federsl Government
through the socession to power of the party
tbat sdvocntes them; and we solemnly de-
clare that the need of a return to these
fundsmental principles of & free popular
government, based on home rule and indi-
vidua! liberty, was never more urgent than
now, whon the tendency to centralize all
power st the Federal capital hss become a
menace o the reserved rights of the States
that strikes at the very roots of onr Govern-
meat under she Constitution as framed by
the fathers of the Republio,

Sroriox 3—We warn the people of our com-
mon country, jeslous for the preservation
of their free institutdons, that the policy of
Federal control of elections to which the
Hepublicas party has committed itself is
franght with the gravest dunogers, scarcely
less momentous than would result from a
revolusion practically establishing mon-
archy om the ruins of the Republic. It
strikes at the North as well as the South,
end injures the colored citizen even more
than white; it means & horde of deputy
marshals at every polling placs, armed with
Federsl power, returning boards appointed
and controlled by that mutbority, the out-
rage of the slsotoral rights of the people in
the several States the sabjugation of the
colored people to the party in power, nnd
the reviving of race antagonisms now Lap-
pily abated, of the utmost peril to safety
und happiness of all: 1 measure deliberately
and justly described by a leading Repub-
lioan Senator as “the most infamons hill
thmt ever crossed the threshold of the
Senate™

The Force Bill Strongly Denounced,

Such n poliey, if sanctioned by law, would
